KANSAS CITY, "Mo.. Sept. 16.— 


After holding up the East Side 
Bank of Commerce here today a 
robber was shot by Assistant-Cash- 
ier Raymond Ramsey and arrested, 
and $4000 he had stolen was re- 
covered. The robber, who was 
taken to a hospital says he is Wil- 
liam H. Joy, 39 years old, of Still- 
ings Junction, Mo. 

Entering the bank the _ robber 
handed to Teller. Larry Mangan, a 
note which read: “Holdup—Don’t 
be a fish and get some one killed. 
Place all currency in sack quick.’ 
Mangan obeyed. 

When the robber started out with 
the money, Ramsey picked up a 
revolver and gave chase. 

The robber attempted to com- 
mandeer a car but the driver 
jumped out. Ramsey fired. The 
robber returned the shots, wound- 
ing Ramsey in the arm. Ramsey 
continued to shoot and-«the robber 
fled. Others joined the chase and 
police captured the robber after a 
detective had knocked the fugi- 
tive’s cap off with a bullet. 

Joy, who authorities thought was 
J. Wylder, 50, of St. Louis, is ex- 
pected to live. Noble J. Keyes, a 
bystander, was shot in the knee in 
the chase.

Knots Are Called ‘‘Very 
Good” but Not Sailor

OYSTER BAY., N. Y., Sept. 16. 
—The body of Benjamin P. Col- 
lings, Stamford, Conn., retired en- 
gineer, who disappeared from his 
motor boat last week floated to 
the surface at Lloyd's Neck, Long 
Island, at 6:20 a. m. today. His 
hands ang feet were bound, 


was an injury to his head. 
Collings’ body floated to the sur- 
face at the exact spot where four 
boatmen found the cruiser Penguin 
drifting unattended with Collings’ 
5-year-old daughter, Barbara, 
aboard. ie 
Mrs. Collings, who for six days 
had been questioned about the mys- 
terious disappearance of her hus- 
band, said he had been tossed into 
the waters by two strange men, 
who boarded her yacht. Police said 
the finding of his body evidently 
backed that theory. | 
Hiunt for Two Intruders. 
An immediate general alarm was 
sent out for two men, one about 


18, who, Mrs. Collings 
thrown her husband into the water. 

Collings’ body was rolled in by 
heavy breakers and thrown up on 
the beach of the Marshall Field es- 
tate. 

It was face downward, and was 
left that way pending arrival of the 
proper officials, but positive identi- 
fication was made by a gold and 
sapphire ring on the right hand. 

The body was dressed as Mrs. 
Collings had described Collings at 
the time he was attacked, barefoot 
and wearing dark brown mechan- 
ic’s overalls. Both hands and feet 
were tied tightly, with a _half- 
inch rope. The arms tied behind 
the back, bore bruises officials said 
were inflicted before death. They 
were taken to indicate that consid- 


curing Collings. 

There was a hole in the head 
about two inches above the left 
eyebrow and there was a slash 
across ..ie throat. 

The body was ordered taken 
to Huntington, where an autopsy 
was to be performed by Medical 
Examiner Otto Schultz, who has 
been analyzing stains found on the 
Penguin. 

Ring Only Identification. 


Atter examination of the body 
at the morgue at Huntington it 
was announced that all the pock- 
ets were turned inside out and 
there were no articles of identi- 
fication on the body except a gold 
and sapphire ring. 

Capt. Emil Morse of the homi- 
cide squad studied the knots with 
which Collings’ hands and feet had 
been tied and described them as 
“revengeful knots.” 

It was said that the rope used 
to tie Collings was not like any 
found on the Penguin. It was half 
inch jute rope of a kind common- 
ly used for tying up small boats. 

When District Attorney Blue ar- 
rived he spoke briefly with news- 


paper men before entering the 
town hall. 
“T had two theories’ on this 


case,” he said. ‘‘One was that Col- 
lings had been kidnaped and the 
other that Mrs. Collings was im- 
plicated. ‘ 
Not Sailors’ Knots. 

_ John Fox, captain-.of the William 
B. Leeds yacht who was asked to 
examine the knots, studied them 
carefully and then announced that 
they were not any kind used by 
sailors. They were “very good,” 
however, he said. 

Blue considered this evidence as 
valuable in that he said it proved 
conclusively to him the attack had

EXPERTS DISCOVER 


Larvae Working at the Roots— 
Shaw’s Garden Developing 
Poison to Kill Pest. 


The mystery of the blighted bent 
grass, which all summer ldéng has 
puzzled, exasperated and.depressed 
Supt. Pring of Shaw’s Garden and 
many other St. Louisans—notably 
greens committees of golf clubs— 
has been solved at last. The an- 
swer, for the garden at least, id 
June bugs. 

After every tried dev had 
failed to restore patches “he the 


normally velvety Washington bent 
lawns of-the entrance plaza, Pring 
began to resod it and immediate- 
ly discovered the @ause of his trou- 
ble.

BANKER WHO REPAID LOSSES 
IN $6,000,000 CRASH DIES 


Leopold Zimmermann, New York, 
Spent inal Years in Keeping 
Pledges to Clients, 


By the Associated Press. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 16. — Leo- 
pold Zimmermann, Wall _ street 
banker, who devoted his final years 
to repaying clients who had fost 
in his firm, died at his home in 
his seventy-ninth year yesterday. 

Although well past 70 when 
his firm, Zimmermann & Forshay, 
was carried into receivership by 
the collapse of the old German 
currency, he was not content that 
his former clients should get mere- 
ly a receiver’s settlement. He was 
allowed to resume business, and 
voluntarily paid out  substantiat 
amounts from his earnings from 
the new firm of the same name 
to: redeem his pledges to old clients. 

Most of the losses had been paid 
off at his death, and final adjudi- 
cation of a $500,000 claim now 
before the Mixed Claims Commis- 
sion is expected to result in a 
complete settlement. When the 
firm suspended, losses exceeded $6,- 
000,000. 


WALKER MAROONED IN FOG, 
SIX HOURS IN BOARDING LINER 


Tender Forced to Drop Hook. in 
Southampton Channel While 
the Bremen Waits.

FASTEST SEAPLANE CAPSIZES. 


Pilot Who Averaged 379 Miles an 
Hour Is Unhutt.

CALSHOT, England, Sept. 16.— 


The seaplane in which Flight Lieu- 
tenant G. H. Stainforth broke the 


world’s speed record by flying an 
average of 379 miles an hour Sun- 
day capsized in Southampton water 
today at the conclusion of a trial 
flight. 

The plane, which floated upside 
down for some time after the ac- 
cident, went to the bottom. The 
spot was marked with a buoy and 
salvage operations were started. 

The ship was taxiing along the 


water about 120 miles an hour at 


the end of an uneventful flight 
when suddenly it turned over. 
Speed boats dashed out, but before 
they. got to the plane Stainforth 
bobbed up and climbed into one 
of the floats. The rescuers took 
him ashore: He was pale and shak- 
en and there was”“a gash on one

had broken, but he told a doctor he 
was quite all right.

TOKIO DISTRICT SHAKEN 
BY. SHARP EARTH SHOCK 


Epicenter 60 Miles From Capital, 
Near Mount Fujiyama; Third 
Temblor in Three. Weeks, 


By the Associated Press. 

TOKIO, Sept. 16.—A sharp 
earthquake shook Tokio and vi- 
cinity at 9:45 o'clock tonight (6:45 


a. m. today, St. Louis time). So far 
as could be learned, there was no 
damage. 

The Tokio Central Observatory 
reckoned the epicenter at about 60 
miles southwest by west of hefe in 
the region of Fuji, Japan's. most 
famous mountain. The shock ap- 
parently was felt keenly on the Izu 
Peninsula, where vertical tremors 
were reported. The shocks here and 
in Yokohoma were horizontal. 
Residents of Numazu and other 
peninsula towns, recalling the 
earthquake of last year, ran from 
their houses into the open spaces. 
In Atami some windows were bro- 
ken and ornaments fell from 
shelves and mantles.

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Secret Bank for Gangsters’ Funds 
Disclosed in Chicago Investigation

Auditor Says Dozen Hoodlums Had Accounts 
Including Leaders of Gunmen; “Deposi- 
tory Within Depository” Idea Used.

CHICAGO, Sept. 16.—Officials 
examining the records of the First 
Italian State Bank, whose presi- 
dent allegedly fled with $138,000 of 
its funds, said today they had un- 
covered evidence indicating the 
missing man, Saverio Ariani, had 
conducted a private secret bank 
within the larger bank and was 
patronized by gangsters and others 
who evidently sought by that 
means to hide their wealth and 
evade paying income tax. 

The existence of the secret bank 


was disclosed, Assistant State’s At- 


torney Henry E. Avers said, by 
Louis Sormani, an auditor whom 
the missing bank president brought 
here from New York four years 
ago to install a new bookkeeping 
system. 

Ayers said Sormani had disclosed 
that more than a dozen hoodlums, 
including leaders of gangs, had 
accounts in the secret bank under 
fictitious names. Three of the 


ymen, he said, were slain in

wars. Among those mentioned by 
Sormani as patrons of the inner 
bank, Ayers said, were “Diamond 
Joe” Esposito, who was slain, and 
Joe Montana, for many years con- 
sidered a leader in West Side al- 
cohol affairs. 

Several Italian women visited the 
State’s Attorney’s office yesterday 
showing passbooks which they said 
Ariani had given them to record 
their deposits in the secret bank. 
None of the deposits was listed on 
the regular bank's records. 

Ariani disappeared a week ago 
after being told by examiners that 
the bank would be closed the next 
day unless new capital were pro- 
cured. His family was found at a 
North Side hotel under an as- 
sumed name. Four of them, all 
employed in the bank, are in tech- 
nical custody.

While revising its opinion as to 
the defendant’s right to assign, the 
Appellate Court nevertheless re- 
versed the lower court’s verdict in 
favor of the plaintiff for $22 and 
remanded the case. This is because 
of error of the trial court in re- 
fusing to permit the defendant to 
introduce evidence tending to show 
the transaction was a loan instead 
of an assignment and was tainted 
with usury. 

The assignment was dated Apri! 
25, 1927, Brennan obtaining $20 
from the company. Today’s deci- 
ston was on a motion for rehear- 
ing filed by Service Purchasing 
Co. from the original decision. 


EAST ST. LOUIS NOT TO HOLD 
SPECIAL JUDICIAL ELECTION 


The East St. Louis City Council, 
meeting with the Committee of 
Seven, a group of financial advisers, 
decided today not to hold an elec- 
tion this autumn to fill the office 
of City Judge Silas Cook, who died 
Aug. 17. 

The financial saving to the city 
and State will be $20,600, since 
the primary and regular election 
would cost $12,000 and the salaries 
of the Judge and a court stenogra- 
pher would amount to $8600. City 
Judge William F. Borders, who has 
been handling the dockets of both 
city courts for more than a year 
since Judge Cook became ill, vol- 
unteered to continue that arrange- 
ment. 

The City Council based its deci- 
sion on the 1929 statutes, which 
state that a special election may be 
called, but do not require it. No 
plan was formulated today for the 
future status of the judgeship be- 
yond next year.

“T saw those gloves the other 
day,” observed Sam _ Slotzky, 
fight promoter, ‘‘as I was show- 
ing some friends through Jeffer- 
son Memorial building, and I was 
reminded of the circumstances 
of their donation—little short of 
tragedy. I was with Hudkins 
when the question came up as to 
the words that should be. in- 
scribed on the gloves, the pres- 
entation of which was tto be 
made at the fight between Hud- 
kins and Sergt. Sammy Baker at 
New York. 

“Ace had it all figured out: 
‘To the Ace of the Air, From 
the Ace of the Ring’ was his 
idea. I vetoed that, as it sound- 
ed like advertising himself at the 
expense of Lindbergh, so we 
changed it. They persuaded 
Lindbergh to attend the bout. 
Ace had visions of flattening 
Baker quickly and then handing 
the trophy to Lindy, the hero of 
heroes.

To Work in Beautifying City; 


Projects Started

“Calamity Bonds”

GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., Sept. 


15.—The unemployment problem 
is making Grand Rapids a safer 
and more beautiful city for its 
residents, including some 200 men 
who are beneficiaries of a “save 
self-respect’’ policy toward the job- 
less. 

Like the rest of the country, this 


city of 165,000 faced the problem 
during the last two years of car- 
ing for an abnormal number of 
unemployed workers. It rejected 
the idea of a dole, either from the 
public treasury or from private 
charity, and chose instead to use 
the surplus labor to realize some 
of the dreams of many years for 
public improvements. 

Forty projects altogether have 
‘been undertaken. They include 
creation of a new park, widening 
streets, rebuilding sidewalks, mak- 
ing interesections safer, putting in 
new sewers, painting buildings, 
filling vacant lots, cleaning up the 
river banks and park forestry 
work. 

“Calamity Bonds” Issued, 

These projects had been neglect- 
ed for years. because the city 
lacked money for them. But money 
was found, partly through issuance 
of $650,000 in “calamity bonds,” 
under a ruling of the Michigan Su- 
preme Court that unemployment is 
a public calamity for which emer- 
gency loans may Be made.

The number of half-days 
decreases with the number of de- 
pendents, No city worker loses his 
status because he finds odd jobs 
when he is off duty.

153 short line railroads, expressed 
the opinion that the carriers had 
proved .the urgent need for added 
revenue and that the commission 
was obligated to grant it.

‘The Youngstown Cham- 
ber of Commerce urged that no in- 
creases be granted on coal, iron 
ore, limestone, coke, scrap iron, 
steel and finished steel products.

DELAYS PLAN TO BUILD 
NICARAGUAN CANAL 


Inopportune Time to Start , 
$700,000,000 Project. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 16. — The 
plan for proposing legislation at 
the next Congress for beginning 
construction of an interoceanic 
canal across Nicaragua was said 
today by War Department officials 
to have becn postponed because of 
economic problems confronting the 
administration. 

A repoi- of a survey of the pro- 
posed route by army engineers will 
be ready for the December session 
as scheduled. Although the report 
will declare the project feasible 
from an engineering standpoint, the 
War Department is expected to 
recommend that it be deferred. 

In view of unemployment and 
the Treasury deficit it is felt the 
expenditure of large sums for a 
Nicaraguan canal at this time 
would be unwise. 

Army engineers said all plans 
and estimates were based on em- 
ployment of Centra] Americans as 
laborers and this would not help 
American labor. Only the highly 
skilled executives and engineers 
would be from the United States. 

As estimated by Col. Dan I. Sul- 
tan of the army engineers, chief of 
the survey party, the canal would 


‘Tecost about $700,000,000 and would 


require eight years to build. On 
this basis an appropriation of $87,- 
500,000 would be needed for the 
first year’s work. 

Col. Sultan, who returned in July 
with 25 officers and 275 men aft- 
er two years in the Central Amer- 
ican jungles, said that eventually 
Panama Canal traffic will become 
so heavy as to make construction 
of the Nicaraguan canal necessary. 
He added, however, there was lit- 
tle need for the waterway at pres- 
ent. ; 

Eighty per cent of the ships 
using the Panama Canal, he said, 
would save two days’ travel if the 
Nicaraguan canal were built. The 
Nicaraguan route through natural 
lakes and mountains is 173 miles 
long, compared with the 50-mile 
length of the Panama Canal. 

The engineers are satisfied that 
such a canal would not be subject 
to serious damage by earthquakes.

export surplus of $87,075,000 for 
August was the highest since the 
World War, analysis of official fig- 
ures shows. 

Big surpluses were registered in 
1927 and 1928, dwindling in 1929 
and increasing. again in 1930 to 
$66,150,000, the peak up to that 
time. This year’s previous high 
was in March at $70,700,000. In 
July the figure was $66,175,000. 

The August figure is ascribed 


less to increased exports than to a 
big decline in imports which to- 
taled $113,575,000 as compared 
with $140,625,000 in July. 


Financial restrictions in July and 
August made it impossible for the 
German manufacturer to import 
raw material and he found him- 
self obliged to use the material on 
hand. The situation now has 
reached a point where stocks’ in 
warehouses are depleted and main- 
tenance of production is endan- 
gered, 

The contrast with the figures of 
previous years gives a real index 
of the. situation. In 1929 the 
monthly turnover of imports and 
exports averaged $561,000,000. In 
1930 the figure dropped to $467,- 
250,000, and for the first eight 
months of this year to $359,500.- 
000. In percentages this represents 
a decline of 25 rer cent since 1930 
and 37 per cent since 1929. The 
rate of export decrease for the 
first eight months of 1931 is 20 
per cent below last year and about 
29 per cent below 1929.

In Reply to Mrs. De Yo. 


To the Editor of the. Post-Dispatch: 
NNA MARDEN DE YO, secretary of 


the W. C. T. U., has overlooked a few 
essentials in her argument against re- 
establishing the liquor business. 

She states that the stimulating effect 
would be offset by a marked depression 
in other lines. But she recites no facts 
upon which to base this assumption. How 
does she know that there would be a de- 
pression in other linés? Economic theory 
does not sustain her argument. Expe- 
rience indicates that an energetic stimu- 
lation would improve the public psychol- 
ogy and start us back toward a business 
revival. We say that inflation equals 
prosperity; that millions of dollars sud- 
denly passing across the bar would equal 
inflation. Therefore, a revival of the 
liquor business would equal prosperity. 

The citing of England as an example is 
unfortunate. Any analogy drawn between 
England and the United States is likely to 
result in unsound logic because Of the 
vast difference of ideals, governments 
and social conditions in the two countries. 
Did drinking cause the depression in En- 
gland? Then what about our own deé- 
pression? How did angelic Ameri¢a suc- 
cumb? Mrs. De Yo’s arguments have the 
same weakness that prohibition -argu- 
ments have always possessed. They show 
no link of causation between their facts 
and their conclusions. ; 

She states that prohibition has result- 
ed in a huge gain in milk consumption, 
that this has cauged a larger market for 
grain. She might ask the Western farm- 
ers about that! At any rate, the argu- 
ment is characteristically amusing. Af 
examination of the facts would probably 
show that education and dietary sciencé 
have been the gréatest causes Of in- 
creased milk consumption in this country. 
The old-time drinker had a gféat con- 
tempt for milk. It is not convincing to 
argue that he has fled to it for consola- 
tion. 

She states that the revival of the liquor 
businéss would not permanently aid em- 
ployment—this after stating in her intro- 
ductory paragraph that it would put back 
to work a total of 478,000 men, principal- 
ly in the beer industry alone. A half 
million men returning to work would 
probably not injure us mortally. 

Her greatest fallacy lies in her assump- 
tion that we are really dry, and her 
strongest theory is that the liquor-busi- 
ness diverts money from other industries 
and therefore damages them. The truth 
is that this loss has continued unabated 
since prohibition. People still drink, al- 
most as steadily as before, with this 
added fact—liquor is higher—and, there- 


fore, more money is diverted from legiti- | 


mate business today because of drink 
than ever before.

BIMET. -AND WORLD. DEPRESSION. 

The issue of bimetalism, stipposedly long since 
laid to rest, is showing signs of life once more. 
Strangely enough, it is not in Kansas and Nebraska 
and other strongholds of Bryanism in the memor- 
able campaign of 1896 that this is taking place, but 
in high financial circles. Several months ago, J. 
F. Darling, a director of the Midland Bank, advo- 
cated it in his testimony Before a conmimittee of our 
Senate, and recently Sir Henri Deterding of the 
Royal Dutch Petroleum Company said that “adoption 
of ism is the only possible remedy for our 
sick/world of today.” A few days ago a writer in 
Thé Magazine of Wall Street, in an article which 
is in part reprinted on this page, suggested the 
possibility of a return to bimetalism. 

Just how might bimetalism help to solve the eco- 
nomic troubles of today? Both Mr. Darling and Sir 
Henrt’s statements imply that the present stock of 
gold is not adequate to the world’s needs, thus 
causing falling prices, and that bimetalism, by in- 
creasing the supply of money, would raise prices. 
The idea that the depression is due to a gold short- 
age, although it has had wide popular acceptance, is 
open to serious doubt. Most economists recognize 
that there is a possibility of a gold shortage in 
the future, but the idea that our present troubles 
are the result of such a shortage is at best a guess. 
We have had depressions, as in 1907, when gold 
production was increasing and the general movement 
of prices was upward. 4 oe 

Mr. Knappen’s discussion of bimetalism lays em- 
phasis on the-maldistribution of the world’s gold, 
rather than on a general shortage. He has here at- 
tacked a real problem, but as he suggests, the forces 
making for a maldistribution of gold might operate 
equally for a maldistribution of silver or any other 
metal. Perhaps the maldistribution of gold is a re- 
sult, and not a cause of the world’s economic dis- 
orders, and the femedy lies much deeper than the 
gold standard. The concentration of gold is largely 
in the United States and France, creditor nations 
in whose political and financial stability the world 
at large has confidence. The countries which have 
lost gold during the past two years are almost all 
countfies which are heavy debtors on international 
account, either on account of reparations or public 


debts contracted abroad, or whose products have} 


suffered severe collapses in price after artificial con- 
trol has broken down. England is perhaps an excep- 
tion to this generalization, but the heavy demands on 
her gold supply can be explained as one aspect of a 
fear as to the economic future of that country. 

Bimétalism alone would do nothing to prevent a 
repetition of these difficulties. As Mr. Knappen 
suggésts, a continuation of depression may mean a 
general smash-up of the gold standard. That, how- 
ever, would not solve matters. An attack on some of 
the causes of maldistribution, such as high tariffs, 
excessive borrowings by foreign governments in good 
times, the heavy burden of reparations, and the at- 
tempts, both in this country and abroad, artificially 
to maintain the prices of important commodities 
above their competitive level, offers a more funda- 
mental remedy. 

The only way that bimetalism could be operated 
successfully would be on an international scale, and 
this would involve an international agreement as to 
the mint ratio between gold and silver. Although 
not an insuperable obstacle, the many attempts 
during the last century to reach some agreement 
for international bimetalism give some idea of thé 
practical difficultiés involved. If the world is 
really faced with a gold shortage, cooperation be- 
tween céntral banks séems to offer for mafiy years 
to come a more practicable remedy than an attempt 
to revive bimetalism.

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A TRANSPORTATION CRISIS? 


The Monroe County Appeal asserts that Missouri 
faces a transportation crisis, and it thinks Gov. Catl- 
field should call a special session of the Legislature 
to meet it. 

According t6-the Appeal, trucks and busses are 
driving local trains off the railroads so rapidly that 
unless something is done about it the time is soon 
coming when the people will be entirely at the mercy 
of the trucking and bus companies. There is, more- 
over, the serious problem of county taxes. The rail- 
roads are heavy taxpayers in the counties, whereas 
the trucks and busé#es as a rule pay the counties 
only @ small license fee. The delivery of mails out 
in the state, according to the Appeal, is ai de- 


A 
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moralizéd by the withdrawal of trains. 

We can believe that this situation is grow!n# seri- 
ous. The question is, what can be done about it? 
The Appeal thinks we are suffering from a lack of 
legislative courage in dealing with interests which 
appropriated the highways to their own uses. Per- 
haps there is a degree of truth in that, but it must 
be remembered that the trucks and busses present a 
very difficult legislative problem. None of the states 
has succeeded in solving this problem, though many 
of them, like Missouri, have attempted to do’so. The 
difficulty lies in the service rendered by trucks and 
bussés. The truck, for instance, is more facile than 
the train. It collects livestock at the farm and de- 
livers it at the stockyards. As a ryle, trucks belong 
to people in the communities served by them. -Théy 
are part of the business in almost every rural com- 
munity, and the legislator cannot Hkely vote to de 
stroy them. Wiscotisin has made the most sérious 
effort to solve the problem. She has reduced prop- 
erty taxes and increased income taxes. 

It is difficult for us to judge of the Appeal’s as- 
sertion that an emergency exists in the State. We 
are quite aware that an é@mergen¢y exists so far as 
the railroads are concerned, but is there such an 
emergency as the Appeal reports in public service 
and the delivery of mails? We have several times 
made the point that the trucks and Busses are often 
irresponsible. That is, they are not always able 
financially to give proper protection either to life or 
limb or to property. The railroads, on the other 
hand, are respotisible. Damages in both fields con- 
stitute one of their heavy outlays. There can be no 
doubt whatever of the grave injustice from which 
they suffer in such a period of transition. 

We do not believe the situation justifies a spe 


|clal session of the Legislature, Nor do we believe 


that a special session of the Legislature would great- 
ly relieve the situation. This same problem has been 
before Congress for several years, and no satisfac 
tory solution of it has been worked out. This not- 
withstanding the railroads are all-powerful at Wash- 
ington, whereas the era of their political influencé 
in the state capitals is over. The railroads cannot 
be blamed for taking off trains which havé céased 
to pay. Sinée April, 1927, nine cases involving 18 
trains, as to which this representation was made, 
have come before the Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission. In six of these the railroads were author-

The remain- 
ing case is pending. It is usually considered that 
the managerial powers of the railroads in intrastate 
traffic include the right to withdraw any train which 
ceases to pay; in interstate traffic, of course, only 
the Interstate Commercé Commission has jurisdiction. 
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MISERLY PAY FOR LEGISLATORS.

Both Senators 
and Representatives are paid only $5 a day for 70 
days of a regular session and 120 days of a revision 
session, and $1 a day until adjournment after these 
periods. Most regular sessions last far beyond the 
70-day term, reducing the average per diem péy for 
legislators far below $65. 


padded by the appointment of useless employés, many 
of whom do no work at all, if, indeed, they ever ap 
pear at the capital. These employes are usually rel- 
atives or friends of thé members. Last session the 
Legislature awarded 669 of such jobs. The House had 
466 clerks, janitors, doorkeepers (more dooftkeepeérs 
than doors), and others, while the Senate had 203. 
The pay ranges from $3.50 to $5 a day. Each meni- 
ber of the Democratic majority was allotted threé 
clerks, while the Republican minority members, 
whose clerical néeds were just as great or just as 
little, were given only one apiece. 

It was in an effort to end this absurd situation that 
Proposition No. 1 was submitted to the voters last 
fall. The proposition embodied a _ constitutional 
amendment increasing legislators’ pay to $10 a day 
for the first 100 days of regular sessions; for 140 
days of revision sessions and for 50 days of special 
sessions, after which they would receive nothing. The 
proposition also limited the number of clerks to 75 
for each chamber. However, after working out thé 
little problem in simplé arithmetic, the legislators 
discovered they were better off under the present 
system: They opposed thé proposiiton and it was 
defeated. 

There is only one way to put the quietus on the 
payroll graft, and that is to give legislators a salary 
commensurate with the dignity and the demands of 
their office. The present stipend was fixed 65 years 
ago. It is ridiculously and shamefully small. Iill- 
nois pays its legislators $3600 a year, Pennsylvania 
pays $3000, New York pays $5000. St. Louis pays its 
Aldermen $1800 a year for about 34 sessions. It is 
to degrade public office and invite scandals and graft 
when officials are paid less than it costs to live.

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OUR OWN LIFE OF THE ANT. 

Solomon may have been a wise old owl in some 
respects, but he was dead wrong about ohe thing.

SHIPPERS EXPECT 
TRAFFIC DECLINE 
OF 7 PERCENT 


Trans-Missouri-Kansas As- 
sociation Forecasts Drop 
for Last Quarter of Year 
in Its Area. 


Business men from five states 
who are attending a meeting of the 


Trans-Missouri-Kansas Shiprers’ 
Board at Hotel Statler today predict 
business activity in the territory 
they represent will decline 5.7 per 
cént in the last quarter of 1931 as 
compared with the similar period 
last year. 

The Board’s forecasts are )re- 
pared to help railroads apportion 
freight car equipment to meet ship- 
pers’ needs. Its previous estimates 
always have enabled the railroads 
to estimate requirements within 3 
per cent of actual car loadings. 

The meeting here is attended to 
shippers from Missouri, Kansas, 
Oklahoma, Arkansas and Iilincis. 
Formér Gov. Clyde M. Reed of 
Kansas is president of this board, 
which is one of 13 similar organ- 
izations which cover the United 
States. 

The estimate of business activity 
in the final quarter of this year is 
based upon reports of committees 
for 29 commodities. Among those

cial circles largely are adverse on 
the ground that it would cause na- 
tional unrest and threaten the sta- 
bility of the pound sterling.

Sir John’s Change .of Mind. 

Sir John Simon, prominent Lib- 
eral and long one of the staunchest 
free traders in Great Britain, an- 
nounced in the House yesterday 
that he now favored the imposi- 
tion of tariffs as one means of pull- 


depression. 

Sir John said in his speech that 
something drastic had to be done 
to restore the trade balance and 
to avert a situation which is grow- 
ing more serious daily. A tariff 
on imports, he added, seemed the 
only way out. 

“ft am driven to the conclusion 
that there is no alternative to put- 
ting at once some block in the 
way of free imports,” he said. 

When the uproar of interruption 
ceased, Sir John explained that he 
did not believe an emergency tar- 
iff would produce a new heaven 
on earth but he did believe it to 
be a necessary step in Britain's 
economic emergency. : 

Winston Churchill advocated not 
only tariffs but also an interna- 
tional conference onthe gold ques- 
tion. “Out of the deliberations of 
such a conference, in some form 
or other, the final quietus would 
be administered to the payment of 
war debts and preparations,” he 
said. 

Suowden took issue with Sir 
John and other speakers on their 
Opinion that a tariff would act as 
a life-saver for British trade. 
Snowden said that, if the purpose 
of a tariff was to stop imports in 
order to do something to redress 
the trade balance, it would have 
to be of prohibitive character. 

“No tariff of 25, 30 or 40 per 
cent could keep out all imports,’’ 
he asserted. “There can be no 
such thing as an emergency tar- 
iff, as experience has shown that a 
tariff.once introduced tasts for 
years.” 

The Chancellor, however, said 
that, if an internationa! conference 
on gold were convened. Great 
Britain would be happy to partici- 
pate. ' 

“World's Lifeblood Frozen.” 

In his speech recommending an 
international gold conference, 
Churchill said the root cause of al! 
of Great Britain's troubles was the 
accumulation of gold in France and 
‘The two coun- 
tries, he said, have benefited from 
payments of war debts and répara- 
tions across tariff barriers. 

There is nothing wrong with the 
gold standard, he assured the 
House, but he aeded that two- 
thirds of the world’s gold had been 
impounded in France and the 
United States and that a great 
part of the world’s “lifeblood” was 
thereby “frozen.”’ 

He laid no blame at the doors 
of France and the United States, 
explaining that there was nothing 
malevolent in their action and that 
the hoards of gold résulted merely 
from the working out of certain 
economic forces. 

“But,” he said, “unless all the 
countries of the world either can 
utilize the gold for the function it 
hitherto discharged or devise some 
new index of exchange for coun- 
tries that do not possess gold, the 
continued fall in prices and con- 
tinued destruction of credit wil! 
reduce our civilization, in no very 
great interval of time, to a bleak 
and ferocious barbarism.”

GRAYVILLE, Ill, Sept. 16.—| 
Governing boards of Illinois coun- 
ties have long faced increasing ex- 
penditures, additional items in 
county budgets as required by new 
State laws and possibly some ex- 
travagances. 

In the past they were able to 
continue, with the tax money meet- 
ing most demands and with plenty 
of credit for those items the taxes 
each year failed to cover. Reduced 
assessments, however, with pros- 
pects of sharp declines in the tax 
revenues next spring have brought 
acute conditions to virtually every 
county for consideration at the 
usual fall meetings. 

Supervisors in counties under 
township organization last week 
adopted various means of meeting 
these conditions; next week com. 
missioners in counties with road 
district organization will have the 
opportunity of strugsling with de- 
creased revenus and will have to 
pare expenditures drastically. 

Supervisors Cut Own Pay. 

White County Supervisors slashcd 
their own pay in an economy pre- 
gram for the next year, reducing it 
from $5 to $3 per day; they cut 
the pay of jurors, members of the 
board of review and election offi- 
cials, adopted a resolution to pay 
officers $1200 and deputies $900 
per year, and decided to let orders 
for supplies only by bids, reducirs 
appropriations, but not the gen- 
eral tax rate. 

Prisoners in the county jail of 
Lawrence county will feel the hard 
times as a result of economy meas- 
ures adopted by the supervisors 
who cut the allowance for meals 
from 25 cents to 15 cents each. 
They also decided to extend no aid 
to paupers ‘who own dogs or auto+ 
mobiles and held their levy as is high = 


as possible, but were unable to cut 
appropriations. The county is for- 
tunate that a considerable item of 
expenses will be paid from _ oil 
pumping on the county farm. 

Hamilton County supervisors, 
worried about old debts, ordered 
that anticipation warrants be is- 
sued to three-fourths of the tax 
levy; they reduced appropriations. 

Gallatin County officials, like- 
wise concerned over debts, with 
county finances so low they can- 
not reduce debts from current re- 
ceipts, plan to call a special elec- 
tion to vote. bonds. 

Supervisors of Richland County 
because of the expense of pensions, 
ruled that blind pensioners must 
submit ‘to an examination. They 
voted smaller appropriations for 
various expenses and sought to 
raise the remainder from fees paid 
to county officers for various serv- 
ice. 

Wayne county officials saw such 
an acute condition that they con- 
sidered depriving the county clerk 
of fees he had received for  is- 
suance of hunting and fishing li- 
censes. 

Clay County will issue anticipa- 
tion warrants in the amount of 
$15,000 to pay current expenses. 
Williamson County also will de- 
pend upon anticipation warrants. 

Iroquois County supervisors, aft- 
er hearing the county assessment 
would be reduced $16,000,000, vot- 
ed down a motion to reduce their 
own salaries but reduced the pay 
of the janitor, talked of reducing 
salariesi of county officers and elec- 
tion officials and discussed cutting 
off the county veterinary. They 
cut appropriations, $24,000. 

Henry County’s economy consist- 
ed principally of reducing the al- 
lowance for feeding prisoners from 
§0 cents to 65 cents per day.

EATING HABITS OF 
AMERICANS CHANGE 


Less Strenuous Labor Favors 
Vegetables, Fruit and Milk 
Over Beef and Wheat. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON.—In 10 years the 


eating habits of the American peo- 
ple have undergone a_ radical 
change. We are eating more fruit, 
more green vegetables, more poul- 
try, more milk and butter. We 
are eating less beef, less wheat, 
less corn, less meat generally. The 
only kind of meat in which there 
has been an increase in domestic 
consumption is pork, and that in- 
crease is mainly in the form of 
ham, 

Figures compiled by the Bureau 
ot Home Economics of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
which reveal those facts, throw 
light on the change which is go- 
ing on in American life. 

Not so many years ago the great 
majority of Americans were e¢n- 
gaged in heavy manual labor. Their 
work called for large meals of 
hearty food. Now a large and 
growing proportion of factory 


workers and other laborers are ma- | 


chine tenders, their work calling 
for comparatively slight muscular 
exertion. The workingman’s din- 
ner pail is no longer the institution 
which it once was. In the larger 
cities and even in small communi- 
ties the quick lunch counter, with 
ham sandwiches and cheese sand- 
wiches as its principal staples, is 
far more popular with the average 
young mechanic. 
Desire to Avoid Fat. 

That is one reason why, we are 
changing from a nation of heavy 
eaters to a nation of moderate eat- 
ers. Another is the general desire to 
avoid fat. So much has been said 
in print and otherwise about the 
physical danger of overweight that 
even those who care little about 
how they look are Jeliberately 
avoiding the fattening, foods. And 
as for the girls—well, it is hardly 
necessary to point out that they 
can’t keep those boyish figures 
and eat the old-fashioned three 
square meals a day. 

Lettuce is one item of food 
which has gained most in popular- 
ity. Between 1920 and 1929 our 
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national consumption of lettuce 
was multiplied by four, from 13,- 
000 carloads in 1920 to over 63,000 
carloads in 1929. And that indi- 
cates another reason for the 
change in our eating habits. Let- 
tuce is one of the chief sources 
of the health-preserving vitamins, 
unheard of by the public 10 years 
ago, now generally understood to 
be essential to the health of every- 
body who does not spend most of 
his or her time out of doors. 

For the same reason, in 1929 we 
ate more than threé times as much 
celery, more than six times as 
many carloads of carrots. These 
vegetables stand high in the list 
of foods containing a high percen- 
tage of vitamins. And we are 
eating about twice as much grape- 
fruit, cabbage, cauliflower, toma- 
toes and turnips as we did 10 
years ago. 

Heavier Milk Drinkers. 

in 1917 we consumed about 42 
gallons of milk per individual. In 
1928 this had increased to 66 gal- 
lons. In the same period we in- 
creased our butter consumption by 
three pounds per head and our 
use of cheese by two pounds. That 
much of this increased use of dairy 
products can be traced to the “eat 
less meat’’ campaigns is hardly to 
be doubted, especially when .we 
compare the figures showing the 
falling off in the use of meat. 

In 1920 the average American 
ate 63 pounds of beef in the course 
of the year. In 1929 this had fall- 
en off*to a shade over 51 pounds. 
In the same period we reduced our 
average consumption of veal from 
about 7% pounds to be ahout 6% 
pounds, We continued to eat about 
the same average amount of lamb 
and mutton, but our consumption 
of pork ran up in those nine years 
from an average of 60 pounds to 
almost 74 pounds. Of all kinds of 
meat, we are eating almost 25 per 
cent less than we did 20 years 
ago. 

We have cut down on bread— 
wheat bread and corn bread both 
—as the statistics of flour and 
cornmeal shipments show. The fall- 
ing off here in 20 years is nearly 
40 per cent. 

Out of figures like these we ob- 
tain not only an index of the 
changing tastes and habits of the 
nation, but information of the 
greatest value to the forward-look- 
ing producers of and dealers in 
foodstuffs. 

It seems to be apparent to wheat 
growers, for example, that their 
market is getting smaller. ‘That 
should make many -farmers con- 


sider trying to reduce cost of pro- 
duction, cut down wheat acreage. 
turn part of the wheat land into 
some other crop which promises a 
better market. 

The grower of corn is not so se- 
riously threatened as is the wheat 
farmer, for an increasing amount of 
corn is being converted into pork, 
probably compensating for the fall- 


ing off of human consumption of 
corn bread. , 


d to Continue. ~ 

There is every indication that the 
trend of food preferences will con- 
tinue about ds it is going now. That 
means there is an enlarging oppor- 
tunity for the fruit and vegetable 
grower. Already fruits and vege- 
tables total a higher value in an- 
nual production than any other 
money crop except corn. To the 
Western farmer, accustomed to a 
single crop on large acreage, such 
as corn or wheat, or the Southern 
farmer, whose sole staple has been 
cotton, such crops as celery, lettuce, 
tomatoes, peppers, strawberries 1nd 
other small fruits seem like kitchen- 
garden stuff, not worth while both- 
ering with. But the experience of 
specialists in such crops has been 
that they are no more hazardous 
than the grain crops when intelli- 
gently cultivated; that while the in- 
vestment per acre is higher in pro- 
}duction cost, the profit per acre is 
vastly greater in good years and at 
least as great in average years. 

Already the United States has 
ceased to become a beef-exporting 
country. In fact, we are importing 
some beef from South America. 
With the falling off in domestic 
consumption, there is no encour- 
agement for the cattle farmer to 
expand his activities. Hogs offer a 
better outlook for the future, dairy 
farming looks like a stable and 
growing industry in which to start 
one’s sons, but the agricultural 
prizes of 10 years from now will 
go to other growers of fruit and veg- 
etables. If the present tendency in 
food habits continues they will be 
sitting on top of the-world in 1949.

New Volume Gives Details of Evan- 

gelist’s Career and Attempts to Explain 

How She Maintains a Hold Ufon Her 
M any Adherents. 


Tongues began to wag, and Mrs. 
Kennedy forbade Aimee to attend 
the meetings. Aimee attended any- 
way, was herself converted, and 
finally reconciled her mother. Sem- 
ple left, but 17-year-old Aimee be- 
came a correspondent, and finally 
Semple returned and proposed, 
with a trip to China as a mission- 
ary in prospect. 

Semple preached by night and 
was a laborer by day, so he had no 
money for a trip to China. Aimee 
had her first lesson in one way to 
make a living, for a collection was 
duly taken up by Semple, and they 
went to the Orient. 

However, the trip culminated in 
tragedy, for Semple died a month 
before their daughter, Roberta, was 
born, leaving Aimee stranded. 
Aimee made hér way homeward, 
and “regarded it as a personally 
directed miracle that the passen- 
gers on the homeward voyage took 
up a collection of $65" for her. A 
mission follower sent an additional 
$60 to help pay her way across the 
continent from San _ Francisco, 
and Aimee joined her mother, who 
was in Salvation Army work in

son, a grocery salesman, she soon 
found her desires and ambitions 
ran counter to the life of a good 
housewife. McPherson consented 
to join her in a tent-meeting cam- 
paign in which she did the -preach- 
ing and took in the collections. 
Aimee was the dominating char- 
acter, and McPherson rebelled. 
After an illness in which Aimee 
said God spoke to her, she left 
her children—a son, Rolf, was add- 
ed to the family by the second mar- 
riage—with Mrs. Kennedy, and be- 
came an itinerant evangelist. Mc- 
Pherson divorced her in 1921. 


Aimee received her first invita- 
tion to conduct a meeting at Lake 
Forest, near London, Ontario. When 
she arrived she found only a small 
number of regular revival attend- 
ants present. Instead of preaching 
to them, she decided to get an au- 
dience. Aimee put a chair at a 
street corner, stood on it and 
prayed, with closed eyes and lifted 
arms. People passed, stopped, 
wondered, until there was a size- 
able crowd. Then Aimee called, 
“Quick! Follow me,” and ran down 
the street. Of course the crowd 
followed, and when they had fol- 
lowed into the mission hall she had 
the door closed and mounted the 
platform. 


With an old automobile and an 
old tent, she traveled up and down 
the Eastern states, setting up her 
tent with her own efforts. When 
a wind blew down the tent, the 
audience was called on to mend it. 

After a brief period, Mrs. Ken- 
nedy joined the caravan, and han- 
dled the business side. She traded 
the old car for a new model, and 
managed the purchase of a tent 
priced at $1800 when only $1590 
was realized at a special subscrip- 
tion. 

Aimee possessed good salesman- 


T was not in Aimee’s nature to 
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ship, also. At Tampa, Fla., when 
a volunteer helper asked through 
a megaphone if a listener knew 
he was “on the way to perdition” 
Aimee protested, for she believed 
cheerfulness ‘was more of a draw- 
ing card than threats.

She acquired followers, 
many of them, and Aimee felt the 
need to have her own church. Her 
local followers were neither 
wealthy nor numerous enough to 
build a church as ambitious as she 
desired, but, with $5000 on hand, 
she began to build Angelus Temple. 
Subscribers to a magazine she pub- 
lished were asked to help, seats in 
the Temple were sold, and Aimee 
made a tour to get money. Angelus 
Temple was opened Jan. 1, 1923. 

The Temple was a great success, 
and soon a Bible school was added, 
with branches in other cities and 
towns. It was successful from the 
monetary viewpoint, also, with Mrs. 
Kennedy handling the finances, al- 
lowing Aimee $25 a week for 
spending money. 

“By the end of 1925 the total es- 
timated collections had reached the 
staggering sum of more than a mil- 
lion dollars plus property holdings 
worth half a million more,” the 
biography relates. And Aimee had

HEN came the “kidnaping” epl- 
‘Tote. in May. 1926, which igs re- 
lated in the biography in much 
detail, 
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letters were received, and finally 
Aimee reappeared in a small tewn 
in Mexico, across from’ Douglas, 
Ariz. She told of having been kid- 
naped, but her story was accepted 
primarily only by her Temple fol- 
lowers. Aimee made much of the 
ensuing publicity, and when it 
seemed the matter was about to 
Pass over, insisted on a “vindication” 
which finally involved heft in crim- 
inal proceedings. She came out 
clear, after months of notoriety. 
The costs of her defense were paid 
from an “Aimee Semple McPherson 
Defense Fund” collected among her 
following, members of which held 
a 48-hour period of prayer and 
fasting in behalf of the fund. 

In 1 Aimee and her mother 
broke relations, and Mrs. Kennedy, 
who later became an evangelist on 
her own accord, was ousted from 
the Temple management in 1928. 
“According to her own statement, 
Mrs. Kennedy had received $106,- 
000 in cash and property when she 
was ousted,” says the biographer, 
“leaving Aimee $1,500,000, includ- 
ing the Temple buildings.”
